The  Sanitary  Authority  cf  the  Glossop-Dale  Rural  District. 
Gentlemen, 

Having  already  presented  you  with  twenty  two  annual  repci't 
I beg  leave  3nce  more  to  present  a report  for  a portion  cf  the 
year  1920.

Sanitary  circumstances  cf  the  district  can  best  be 
reported  on  when  the  Inspector  has  made  up  his  books  for  the  yea:^  r 
I think  I may  leave  these  with  full  confidence  to  Dr. Milligan,  and

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PRSVSLEl^E  OB'  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISIT^SSS. 


The  infectious  disease  notified  in  the  district  during 


the  ;-Kriod  were  as  follov/s;- 
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There  were  no  cases  of'  Dysentery,  Trench  F'ever, 

Cerehrc- spinal  Fever,  Palio-enoephalitls , or  Encephalitis  Lethargica 
notified.  Out  usual  preventive  measures  were  adopted. 

Tuberculosis  is  attended  to  by  the  County  Authoi’ity. 

In  January  I purchased  ©n  your  account  a fresh  stcok  cf 
Diphtheria  Antitoxiin  part  to  be  kept  by  me  in  GlossOp,  and  part  t.: 
be  in  the  hands  cf  Fr. Giles  of  Marple  Bridge.  In  January  I had 


notice  that  a gentleman  had  gone  t©  Marple  Bridge  after  travelling 
in  a ship  infected  v;ith  Smallpox.  I investigated  the  case  and 
found  that  all  was  right. 

Early  in  January  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Measles  at 


Marple  Bridge  (Ludwortli).  No  school  closure  was  required,  and  by 

the  end  of  the  month  the  epidemic  was  subsiding. 

On  may  51st, 1920,  St  John*s  School  at  Charlesworth 

was  closed  until  June  14th.  24  oases  of  Measles  connected  with  the 

Sch-'c3.  were  know  of.  This  school  had  afterwards  to  be  closed  untal 

Juno  21st,  Leaflets  on  Measles  were  distributed  throughput  the 

di.strict.  ! 

On  June  21st  I visited  Marple  Bridge,  ahd  found  that 


no  epidemic  was  know  of  at  the  Coimcil  School. 
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On  June  4th  Chisworth  School  was  closed  until  June  21st. 

18  cases  of  measles  connected  with  the  School  were  known  of.  This 
school  had  subsequently  to  be  closed  until  Jime  28th. 

On  June  10th  the  British  School,  Charlesworth  was  closed  until 
June  28th. 

The  epidemic  subsided  without  any  further  closure  of  schools 
in  the  Rural  District. 

HOUSING. 

On  February  6th  in  cc-mpany  with  Ivtr .Storey  the  Inspector,  I 
visited,  and  inspected  eight  houses  in  Chis worth.  I subsequently 
reported  on  them  to  you.  House  shortage  Impedes  action  02i  such 
rep.^rt . 

On  July  13th  I visited,  and  inspected  a house  in  Chari ssv;-  i\.u 
into  which  water  was  said  t^^  be,  and  in  wet  weather  no  doubt  was 
percolat.lng.  I subseq'ueni_3r  1-V3.d  a consultation  with  the  Inspec'^er 
with  regard  to  it.  The  msttar  is  stj.ll  in  hand. 

On  A’lgust  27th  in  C'''mpany  with  Dr, Milligan  and  the  Inspeste?* 

I visited  property  at  Ma2’ple  Bridge  which  was  in  an  insanitary 
conditiv  n. 

I think  V70  wore  agreed  that  the  remedy  was  closure,  when 
alternative  acc D]r!m(->dation  could  be  obtained. 

I have  to  thank  Mr, Storey  for  revising  this  report.

I hereby  submit  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report,  that 
for  the  year  1920. 

I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  the  courteous 
and  kindly  reception  you  gave  me  on  taking  uid  my  duties,  and  to  thank 
your  officials,  Mr. C.F.V. Fenton,  Clerk,  and  i/Ir. Charles  E. Storey, 
Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  the  kindly  help  and  assistance 
they  have  given  mo,  and  I desire  to  extend  the  same  to -my  predecessor 
Dr . D . J . Mac kenz  i e . 

I commenced  work  on  August  23rd  ( or  to  be  more  exact 
on  August  21st  when  I visited  the  extreme  western  side  of  the  district 
in  the  company  of  Dr. Mackenzie  and  Ivir .Storey ) . 

Dr .Ma.ckenzie  in  his  report,  which  is  appended,  gives 
dets^ils  of  the  work  for  the  year  up  to  that  d-Ats  (August  23rd). 

The  cht:j3f‘  matters  of  interest  during  the  year  have  been 
Dhe  working  out  of  the  details  of  the  new  housing  scheme  (now  held 
n.p  ) and  the  application  for  extension  to  the  district  tD  certain 
sections  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 1907. 

In  the  parish  cf  Ludworth  the  extension  of  the  Act 
has  been  asPi'sd  f o:^  , so  that  rapid  conversion  from  the  conservancy  t o 
the  water  carri.^ge  system  of  sewage  disposal  may  be  .carried  out,  and  ]' 
trust  tl5.is^wlll  be  done  in  the  not  too  far  future. 

The  change  is  needed  and  I have  ntc  hesitation  in  sayin^; 
Lhat  when  completed  it  will  help  materially  to  improve  the  health  ef 
the-  area,  ■ pa^-ticularly  if  it  is  accompanied  by  the  inauguration  cf  a 
proper  system  uf  public  scavenging. 

It  is  my  earnest  desire  in  carrying  out  my  duties  to 
do  my  best  to  improve  the  general  health  cf  the  ocmmunity,  and  in  so

doing,  I feel  sure  I have  y^ur  cordial  goodwill  and  support.

In  Luciv/ontli,  thore  is  insufficiency  at  Lane  Ends,  and  in  ether 
parts  wf  the  P rxsh.  the  suppiLy  is  not  sufficient  to  allow  for 
cviiversion  to  h e water  carriafjesystera. 

Endeavours  are  being  made  t»  increase  the  supply,  borings 
bein(’  made  for  springs. 

The  liQuses  in  Lane  Ends  supplied  from  a private  supply  are 
frequently  short  •f  water  in  the  dry  months,  in  addition  the  water 
has  been  examined  and  marked  as  suspicious  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Manchester.  Well  water  in  the  gathering  area  of  this 
water  was  als»  examined  and  condemned^ 

Tw»  cases  of  Typh#id  Fever  occurred  on  the  Farm  supplied  by  it. 

The  supply  f4»r  the  houses  in  the  upper  part  of  Town  Lane, 
Charlesworth  is  obtained  from  a small  reservoir,  on  examhrxit ion  of 
this  reservoir  I found  it  was  overgrown  with  weeds  and  insufficiently 
protected  fr-om  cattle  in  the  neighbouring  field.  These  defects  were 
remedied  by  Lord  Ho'ward.  The  houses  supplied  from,  this  reservoir  obt,?j 
the  water  from  an  :open  well  hy  trie  roadside  adjacent  to  which  there 
is  a drinking  trough  for  cattle,  the  water  however  is  in  constant 
motion.  This  water  was  analysed  and  a small  number  -of  bacteria 
were  found.

1907,  extended 
to  the  Parish  to  enable  conversion  t^  the  water  carriage  system  to 
be  carried  cut. 

Conversion  will  entail  additional  water  supply. 

The  question  cf  conversion  of  the  privies  toV/oC’s  in  the 
more  urban  parts  of  Charlesworth  should  receive  earnest  consideratl,  . 

SCAVENGINO. 

Refuse  is  in  most  cases  removed  by  farmers. 

Privy  middens  or  ashpits  are  the  usual  receptacles  used. 

In  the  more  rural  parts  vf  the  districts  public  scavenging  w .v.' 
be  extremely  costly.  In  the  more  urban  parts,  particularly  in  Ludwor 
and  part  of  Charlesworth,  the  question  cf  public  scavenging  shsuld  b: 
given  earnest  consideration.

Seven  uases  were  removed  to  hospital  during  the  year. 
Antitoxin  and  Disinfectants  are  supplied  free  in  necessitous 

cases. 

Printo'd  instructions  are  given  regarding  the  precautions  that 
should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  etc. 

There  is  no  Steam  Dismnfector  in  the  district. 
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Two  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever*  which  occurred  in  a farm  house  at 
Lu-hforth  Moor  at  a place  frequented  by  "SKpeTS"  were  visited  by  me. 

The  water  supply  was  found  polluted  (on  expjnination  at  Manchester 
University)  and  excreta  from  the  persons  affected  was  thrown  in  a 
privy  midden  which  overflowed  in4-«  the  adjacent  field  where  fc\^ 
and  cattle  could  Easily  come  in  contact  with  it. 

?recD£Lti«ns  were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  and 
no  further  cases  occurred. 

Tuberculosis. 

Six  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  netified,  and  three 
removed  tp  Sa.natorium.  Three  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 
The  number  of  cuses  resident  in  the  district  was  estimated  dlst 
December, 1920,  to  be:- 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  4C-. 

Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis  12,. 

This  estimation  owing'  to  the  fact  that  infcrmiation  regarding 
removals  was  not  available  can  not  be  considered  as  accurate. 

Closer  co-ordination  with  the  County  Council  is  required  and 
the  iru^tter  is  at  present  under  consideration., 

IiOjSTNG. 

Owing  to  my  sbmirt  tim.e  in  office,  I am  not  in  a position  to 
state  fully  the  requirements  of  the  district. 

A ccnsidsp.;...!©  nurcber  cf  inspections  are  now  being  carried 
out,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  next  year’s  repox't  mere  definite  ie balls 
will  be  given. 

The  general  housing  conditions  must  be  governad  by  the 
character  .'f  the  erea,  this  is  largely  a rural  area;  in  Ludworth 
expecially,  hc'vvwer,  and  in  part  cf  Charles  worth,  part  of  the 
population  is  residential-. 

The  Rural  District  is  joining  with  Manchester  and  other 
adjacent  districts  in  the  drawing  up  of  a comprehensive  Town  Planning 
Schoime  over  a wide  area,ind  in  the  near  future  this  may  have  an 
important  bearing  upon  many  matters  particularly  housing  and  m&i.in  roads. 
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The  present  needs  as  to  additional  housing  as  far  as  can  at 


present  he  seen,  will  he  met  hy  the  Council’s  scheme.

There  is  a feeling  of  mistrust  as  to  the  payment  hy  the 
Goverrmient  of  the  subsidy,  and  the  guarantee  that  nc  expenses  beyond 
Id  rate  will  be  incurred;  there  should  be  given  at  the  very  earliest 
moment  a definite  guarantee  on  this  matter  to  the  Auth:;^rities  concerned 


The  Ccuncils  fears  have  not  in  any  way  been  lessened  by  answers 


to  queries  on  the  matter  or  hy  the  holding  up  of  their  scheme  which 
I have  reason  t2  believe  was  being  enthusiastically  pushed  on. 

Blowing  hot  and  cold  at  different  times  and  by  different 
persons  is  not  the  best  stimulus  t«  local  effort-, 

Fi truss  of  Houses. 

Spjeaking  in  a very  general  sense  the  chief  defects  are,  as 
regards  general  repairs,  dampness  and  the  sanitSiTy  accommiodation. 

More  specific  details  will  be  given  on  the  completion  of  the 
present  inspections-. 

Unhealthy  Areas. 

There  are  no  areas  I am  at  present  aware  -of  th^at  require 
representaticui  •o-ouc-ernlng  whioh  -aotijr*n  shriild  be  talcen.
